WILL ASK AN INVESTIGATION. 

They Claim the Ferry Co, and St. Louis 

Transfer Co. Are Guilty of 
Persistent Discrimination,

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 11.—Secretary Francis is to be investigated by the 
Senate Committee on Public Lands. The resolution calling for an investigation 
of the Perrine land grant was presented to the Senate this afternoon by Senator 
Pettigrew, It provides for the appointment of a sub-committee to investigate 
the Secretary's action in giving to President Cleveland’s father-in-law 23,000 acres 
of valuable Florida lands. The committee is to be given full power to send for 
persons and papers, to examine witnesses and to make its report to the Senate. 
Because the resolution provided for an expenditure of money, it had to go over 
until to-morrow, It will be called up during the morning hour by Senator Pettli- 
grew. He proposes to push the resolution until it is adopted. 

In this movement for an investigation of Secretary Francis, Senator Petti- 
grew is backed by the Democratic Senators from the West and Southwest. They 
propose to see that the investigation demanded is not choked off. If there is an 
attempt to sidetrack it, a lively scrimmage will follow. 

The Democrats are determined that the fullest publicity shall be given every 
detail of the Secretary’s action on this particular claim, and even though ‘the 
Republicans and gold Democrats combine to prevent the adoption of the resolu- 
tion, the debate that will follow will include every phase of the deal whereby the 
Perrine heirs get, in the fag-end of the Administration, at the hands of an eleventh 
hour Secretary, 23,000 acres of land on a claim which no Secretary since 1852 has 
dared to touch. , 

This Perrine incident affords an opportunity to show up some of the methods 
and men of the present Administration. That Senators who are opposed to it in- 
tend to ventilate the whole matter fully is evident. 

It is claimed that it will be shown how Fiagler, the transportation king of 
Florida, is interested in this claim, and how he: worked it through by securing 
the influence of the President’s father-in-law, whose word seems to have been 
law with Secretary Francis.

ARCHBISHOP KAIN ADDS TO HIS 
“MIXED MARRIAGE” RULING. 


ORTHWEIN-HOLMES NUPTIALS. 


Three of the Bridal Party Will Be Ex- 
communicated If They 
Participate. 


The- Catholic Church in the diocese of St. 
Louis regards ‘“‘mixed marriages’’ in about 
the same light that the State views prize 
fighting. The fighters,the referee, the time- 
keepers and the seconds are all apt to be 
sent to the penitentiary. In a ‘mixed 
marriage’ unless performed in the parlors 
of a pafechial residence, those of the con- 
tracting parties, the bridemaids and 
groomsmen and ushers who belong to the 
Catholic Church will be excommunicated. 
But in either case neither their families 
nor the spectators who -countenance or 
abet the unlawful exhibition are not pun- 
ished ip any way. 

This will be news to a whole lot of Cath- 
olics and Protestants as well. Archbishop 
Kain sprang the sensation in discussing the 
*Orthwein-Holmes nuptials set for Feb. 24. 

Miss Fannie Holmes, the bride, is a Cath- 
olic, the groom is a member of the Church 
of the Messiah. Miss Holmes asked a dis- 


pensation from the rule requiring a mixed 
marriage to take place at the parochial 
residence. Archbishop Kain refused a dis- 

ensation. It was decided then to have a 
big house wedding, with Dr. John M. Sny- 
der as the officiating clergyman, Miss 
Holmes will be attended by Miss Fannie 
Orthwein as maid of honor and her sisters, 
Misses Ella and isabella Holmes, as bride- 
maids. Mr. Frank Donavan will be best 
man, and Messrs. Charles and Alfred Orth- 
wein groomsmen 
| Archbishop Kain said: “If the marriage 
takes place as announced, it will mean the 
excommunication of not only the bride, but 
also of all the Catholic bridemaids and 
groomsmen who might take part. They 
would no longer be recognized by the 
church, as they would be parti oo in 
a marriage outside of the faith. This point 
may not be generally known, but it is a 
strict law of the church nevertheless.” 

Mr. F. Donavan sums up a good deal of 
local Catholic sentiment when he says: “We 
are learning a great many new things about 
our religion since Archbishop Kain came 
to town. did not ped there was a 
church law oe ating as grooms- 
man at any kind ding.

Now a Number of Scrub Girls Seek 
Other Jobs. 


Instead of the usual army of scrub wo- 
men mopping the floors at the Planters’ 
Hotel Wednesday night, lete loungers in 
the rotunda saw but one or two performing 


the work. 

The scrub women go on duty at mid- 
night, sleeping during the day. For some- 
time they have been discontented with 
their lot. They considered their duties too 
onerous for their emolument and suspected 
the head scrub woman of trying to cur- 
tail their hours of sleep and increase their 
hours for toil. 

Six of the women decided Wednesday | 
that they would. oversiéep themselves, 
When midnight arrived the six did not re- 
port for duty.

The head scrub woman managed to have 
the hotel cleaned without their assistance, 
and the strike came to a sudden termina- 
tion Thursday morning with the discharge 
of the malcontents. 

The women who are now looking for 
other jobs are known at the hotel only 
as Miss Maggie, Miss Katie, Miss Nellie, 
Miss Emma, Miss Irene and Miss Flossie.

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HER BROTHER RETURNS HOME. 


MoeDonnell Will Meet Rough Treat- 
ment If He Has Eloped 
With His Ward. 


John Ray, the yOung farmer who has been 
in St. Louis looking for his 13-year-old 
sister Bertha, left for his home at Doe Run, 
Mo., late Wednesday evening, weary, foot 
gore and dispirited at his. failure. 

Young Ray, accompanied by Detective 
Mike Kelly, made a thorough search of all 
the hotels and rooming houses in the city, 
but failed to find any trace of a couple 
answering the descriptions of Bertha agd 
John McDonnell, her alleged abductor. 

They were seen on the train leaving River- 
side, Mo., bound for St. Louis, by a citizen 
of Bonne Terre, Mo., who knew the couple 
well. He afterward informed the girl's 
brothers when he learned that McDonnell 
was accused of having abducted the girl. 

Ray brought with him a warrant for Mc- 
Donnell’s arrest on a charge of enticing the 
girl from home. Ray said that McDonnell, 
a jeweler in Doe Run, was an intimate 
friend of the Ray family. When Bertha’s 
parents died McDonnell was appointed her 
guardian. Bertha still continued to live 
with her brother at the old homestead. 

Ray told the detective that he noticed 
McDonnell’s fondness for the little girl, 
but, as he was married and had a family, 
he never suspected that he had any but 
the best intentions toward his ward. 

Last Wednesday, when the girl disap- 
peared almost simultaneously with McDon- 
nell, Ray says he made searching inquiries 
among we ae bere and learned enough to 
arouse his siixpicions concerning McDon- 
nell’s motive in spiriting the girl away.
